Criticises Prince Wied and Says
Five Governments Fail to
Control the Principality

(By Associated Press.)

Athene, June 26,—George Fred Wil-
liame, American nunister to Greece,
today sent to the newspaners a report
of his investigation in Alpvania, where
he went recently at the order of the
Mr. Willinms eays that he considers
the conditlone in Albania anarchieal,
and he declares the present regime im-
practicable, owing to the anlagonistic
rivalrles. He appeusls to the powers
to create a neutral etate,

The report attributed to Mr. Wil-
liamr. denouncen ar “a horrible crime”
what the powers are doing in Albania.
It does not even spare the Prince of
Weld, raying of him:

"I found a prince calling himselt
king, with no powers, no territory and
no rubjecté except his, wife and his
children.”

Washington, June 26.—Jdpan’s pro-
tests against the California aliep Janud
law, hruugh} consplcuvusly bgfore the
public again by publication , g* cor-
fespondence between the Weadhington
and Tokio governmeuts, was discuss-
ed with interest nere foday in officlul
and diplomatic cireles.

FEDERAL BANKS BE
CLEARING HOUSES?

This Question Unanswered; Busi-
ness Men Expecting Greatly:
Reduced Exchange Rates

Washington, June 26.—Repeated in-
fuiries are being made. at the treas-
ury department by bankers through-
out the country as to whether the
Federal reserve board will have the
Federal reserve banks act as clearing
houses and what rate for collections
will be fixed, :

Under the Federal reserve act it la
within the power of the hoard to per-
form the functions of a clearing house
for the twelve reserve banks or d
ignate one of the banks which s
clear the business of the other elevs
en. Furthermore, the board may re-
quire each Federal reserve bank to
act n8 a clearing house for all of its
member banks. /

Secretary McAdoo and Comptroller
of the Currency WilllJiams have ' re-
fralned from Interpreting: the details
of the Federal reserve’ bank act and
have ventured no prediction as to the .
possible  action  the board will take
concerning the establishment of clear.
ing houses .and the regmlation of ex-:
change and collection rates.

However, the Federal reserve act
grants the board practicaly unlimited
powers and bankers gencrally seem
to be of the opinfom that there might
be a declded reduttlon: in. collectfon
charges. The board has the power to
fix ' the charge membar. banks shall °
collect from thelr patrons for clear-
ing checks ?nd slgo ‘hag the power
to regulate the charge  each Federal
reserve bank shall make' upon mem-
